Off the Bill as Passed by 
the House and Sent to Up- 
per House for Action. 


SENATORS CUT MILLION 
OFF THE SCHOOL FUND 


All the Special Appropria- 
tions Are Killed by Unfa- 
vorable Report — Increase 
in Salary for the Governor 
Favored. 


Free use of the ax marked the 
meeting of the appropriation commit- 
tee of the senate Wednesday after- 
moon, with Mr. Carswell as chairman. 
The general spirit of the senate body 
was to cut down the general appro- 
priation bill of the house to practical- 
ly the basis of last year and this was 
carried out nearly to the letter, the 
house recommendations being curtail- 
ed nearly $2,000,000. 

All of the special appropriation bills 
to come up before the committee were 
killed by an unfavorable report. These 
bills, which were nine in number, car- 
ried appropriations for new buildings 
and increased maintenance funds for | 
various institutions, for the large part 
educational, throughout the state. 
They were all introduced in the house.

News That She Sustained

Received in Message From

Miss Flora Bewick, prominent young 
Atlanta woman, who has been driving 
an ambulance in the war zone, recently 
sustained a broken arm while in the 
performance of her duties. Her inju- 
ries were cared for in a front line hos- 
pital and she was moved to the Ameri- 
can hospital at Neuilly. 

The news came yesterday in a letter 
to her mother, Mrs. E. T. Donnelly, from 
Brigadier General Donnelly, who ar- 
rived in Paris from America just at the 
time of the accident. 

Miss Bewick Hurt. 

Calling at the office of Miss Anne 
Morgan, with whose work Miss Bewick 
has been associated since going to 
France in January, General Donnelly 
found Miss Morgan about to visit her 
unit some distance from Paris to look 
after their welfare after the heavy 
fighting the middle of July. Finding 
Miss Bewick injured, she sent for Gen- 
eral Donnelly, who reached the front 
line hospital to which Miss Bewick had 
been taken just after her arm had been 
set. It had been broken in two places. 

Although she had barely recovered 
from the effects of the anaesthetic, 
Miss Bewick, with a bravery in keep- 
ing with the spirit which prompted her 
to take up ambulance driving when re- 
construction work had to be abandoned 
in March, declared she was ready to be 
moved.

LIGHTSHIP IS SUNK 
BY GERMAN U-BOAI 


Vessel at Diamond Shoals 
Off Hatteras Destroyed by 
Raider—Crew Escaped in 
Boats. a 


Washington, August 7.— The Diamond 
Shoals lightship, off Cape Hatteras, 
North Carolina, was shelled and sunk 
by an enemy submarine late yesterday, 
the navy department today was inform- 
ed. The crew, who took to their boats, 
have reached shore safely. ‘ 

The submarine came within a half 
mile of shore, according to the brief 
report which reached the navy depart- 
ment. 

The vessel destroyed was lightship 
No. 71. Her crew consisted of twelve 
men all of whom landed safely. 

Although the navy’s report says the 
submarine approached within half a 
mile of shore, naval officers doubt it. 
The lightship was anchored some 12 
miles off shore in shallow water. 

The Diamond Shoals light station is 
one of the most famous guides to navi- 
gation in the world and has been the 
subject of many a story in verse and

Gen. March Gives Details of 
Military Aid to Be Sent by 
United States — American 
Force Not Large. 


Washington, August 7.—First details 
of American military aid to be sent to 
Siberia for the protection of the rear of 
the Czechs-Slovak forces in their move- 
ment westward against Germans, Aus- 
trfans and hostile factions were made 
public today with the announcement by 
General March, chief of staff, that Ma- 
jor General William S. Graves will 
command the American forces, 
nucleus of which will be two regiments 
of regulars from the Philippines. 

General Graves now is in command 
of the eighth division at Camp Fre- 
mont, California. The regiments to

Mr. Lloyd-George referred to the part 
the British navy had played in the war 
and said that until all the allies were 
defeated at sea Germany would never 
triumph. 

“When Great Britain decided to 
throw her own weight into the war 
four years ago,” he continued, “she did 
so because of an outrage on interna- 
tional rights. Had she not taken this 
decision the whole course of the war 
would have been different. He pic- 
tured the part the navies have played 
in the war, in the vast wilderness of 
the sea, with no one to witness or de- 
scribe their operations, and said he did 
not think that many persons realized 
that if the allies were defeated on the 
water the war would be over. 

“When the war began,” said Mr. 
Lloyd-George, “the British navy, then 
the largest in the world, represented a 
tonnage of two and a half million. 
Now, including the auxiliary fleet, it 
is eight million. Were it not for this 
increase the seas might be barred for 
the commerce of the world. Every 
trade route of the world is patrolled by 
its ships.” 

The premier then referred to the 
other activities of the navy, such as 
conveying, patrolling, mine laying, 
mine exploding, mine sweeping and the 
chasing of submarines. It was here 
that he said 150 German submarines 
had been destroyed, more than half of 
them in the last year. 

“During June alone,” the premier 
continued, “British naval ships steamed 
8,000,000 miles. To this must be add- 
ed the efforts of the mercantile ma- 
rine, which is now a branch of the 
British navy and whose men face the 
same dangers carrying for the allies 
as well as for themselves most of the 
American troops that have so valiantly 
acquitted themselves in recent combats. 

British Navy and Merchant Marine. 

J wonder how many people under- 
stand the number of men required to 
man and maintain the British navy 
and mercantile marine. There are at 
least 1,500,000, probably 800,000 or 900. 
000 of whom are of military age. There 
was an attempt to comb out some of 
these men, but it was found impossible, 
for to do so would be letting down 
the British fleet and to let down the 
British fleet is to let down the allies. 

“I wish to point the necessity of 
not impairing in the slightest degree 
the efficiency, strength and growth of 
the British navy and mercantile maAr- 
ine, During the past two years Germany 
has made two distinct attempts to forcea 
decision—one on the land and one on 
the sea. The land offensive might 
have been disastrous, but the sea of- 
fensive, if it had succéeded, would have 
been final. If the submarines had suc- 
ceeded our armies in France would 
have withered way. No Americans 
could have come.over to assist us and 


as was found to ve necessary to concen- 
trate the supreme command of all the 
entente and American troops in Europe 
in the hands of General Foch. l'rom 
other sources it was learned that nego- 
tiations are now under way to this end, 
and that the chief of staff of the Jap- 
anese army, General Baron Uyehara, 
has been suggested, and his name is 
now under consideration as com- 
mander-in-chief. 

General March said that the sailing 
of the expedition or of General Graves 
will not be announced, but that upon 
arrival of the forces the news will be 
made public. It was not stated whether 
an announcement of the size of the 
American contingent may be expected. 
The Japanese force, in conjunction with 
the Chinese, who will act under Jap- 
anese direction, probably will be more 
numerous; in fact, Japan is preparing 
to send into Siberia any number of 
troops necessary to carry out the de- 
clared purpose to give effective aid to 
the Czecho-Slovaks.

Lake harles, La., August 7.—Two 
men were killed at Gerstner aviation 
field near here, it was learned today, 
in the storm which swept this section 
yesterday, and the casualty list in the 
stricken area has reached 19 dead and 
20 seriously injured. The list is being 
added to by mail and messenger, as all 
telegraph and telephone communication 
has been desetroyed. 

Twenty-two of the twenty-four hang- 
ars on Gerstner field were blown down 
and many airplanes destroyed or en- 
tirely swept away by the tropical 
storm. 

A conservative estimate of material 
damage is placed at, $1,000,000. It is 
believed this amount may be somewhat 
exceeded when all points in the path 
of the storm are heard from. 

Hardly a building in Lake Charles es- 
caped damage, more than a hundred be- 
ing entirely demolished. Electric light, 
telegraph and telephone wire were 
down, and the city was in darkness last 
night. 

The storm lasted about two hours. 
Striking the citv at 2 o'clock, it blew 
with full force until 4 o’clock, at times

AMERICANS FORCED 
PASSAGE OF RIVER 


With the American Army on the 
Aisne-Marne Front, August 7.—(By the

their way over the Vesle river last 
night and early this morning, while 
rain varying at times from a drizzle to 
a downpour drenched the battlefield. 
French troops already have gained 
positions on the American left, and the

Artilleries in Duels.

The attack by the infantry was pre- 
ceded by artillery preparations. Un- 
der cover of a barrage the engineers 
completed the work of throwing light 
bridges over the stream, while the 
officers chosen to lead the dash across 
the river placed their men in posi- 
tion, working them downward toward 
the points where the bridges were 
known to be. The challenges were 
accepted immediately by the Ger- 
man artillery and in a few minutes 
the intermittent reports of the guns 


merged into one great roar. 

The clouds, which had lifted slight- 
ly, reappeared just before the attack 
was launched and therefore the ac- 
tion was conducted without much ad- 
vantage in observation by aircraft. 
When the order for their advance 
Was given the men, for the most part, 
swept forward in open formation, but 
the Germans were ready with a de- 
tense and even more. They’ had pre- 
pared, although apparently hastily, a 
counter attack which they launched 
i success later in the engage- 
ment. 


Machine Guns Get Germans. 


The men on the American right 
fought their way along the chosen 
routes. Some of them  floundered 
across through the water, while oth- 
ers used the bridges that still were 
standing. 

- One detachment of Germans, some- 
what more than a company, moved for- 
ward into the open. Here the Amert- 
can machine guns caught them, and, 
sweeping them with bullets, destroyed 
them almost totally. . 

The Germans also attempted to strike 
the Americans a disconcerting counter 
blow with a considerable force by 
plunging down a ravine leading to the 
river. Their path had been cleared by 
their artillery and they might have 
succeeded in reaching the Americans, 
but the movement had been reported 
to the artillery stations south of the 
Vesle and from them there swept into 
the advancing column such a mass of 
shells that the formation was quickly 
broken, ; 
At another point a detachment of 
Germans stood until the Americans 
were upon them. Then it became a 
hand-to-hand conflict, the only of the 
kind during the battle. In the mua 
and in darkness where the combat- 
tants were barely able to distinguish 
each other they fought it out. The 
Americans won. 

The Americans on the left failed to 
reach their objectives until they had 
called for a second barrage. Under its 
cover they rallied and struggled for- 
ward to the chosen positions. 

The Germans, in attempting to re- 
pulse the attack, used guns of 77 and 
105 caliber and minnenwerfers. They 
had them on the higher ground, con- 


siderably to the rear of the battle line. 


The American guns did excellent work, 
not only in covering the advance, but

French Aided Americans, 


On the French Front in France, Au- 
gust 7.—Franco-American forces were 
thrown across the Vesle river last 
evening and forced the enemy back. 
The crossing was effected to the east 
of Braisne. The enemy was attacked 
there and 100 prisoners were taken. 
Shortly afterwards the Germans 
launched a counter attack with a heavy 
artillery barrage, but could not dis- 
lodge the allies, who stuck to the po- 
sitions they had won. 

The enemy appears to have strong 
fofces in this neighborhood. On the 
remainder of the front there was com- 
parative calm, except for artillery fire. 


ALLIES REPULSE 
GERMAN ATTACKS. 


Paris, August 7.—American and 
French troops have crossed the Vesle 
river east of Braisne and held their po- 
sitions, notwithstanding furious coun- 
ter attacks by the Germans, says the 
French official communication issued 
tonight. 

North of Rheims the French have 
pushed back the German line more than 
400 yards, 

The text of the communication fol- 
ows: 

Between the Oise and the Aisne, aft- 
er a violent bombardment, the enemy 
attempted two surprise attacks near 
Baily and Tracy-le-Val. He was re- 
pulsed. 

“To the east of Braisne (on the 
Vesle) a few of our elements, acting in 
conjunction with American troops, 
crossed the Vesle and established them- 
selves in spite of two violent German 
counter-attacks. 

“To the north of Rheims we have 
pushed our line 400 meters between the 
railways running to Rethel and Laon. 
“Army of the East, August 6—To the 


[west of the Vardar the enemy artillery 


has bombarded vigorously our posi- 
tions on Srka di Legen. 

“In Albania Bulgarian detachments 
which attempted to penetrate our lines 
in the region of Gramsi were repulsed 
and left prisoners in our hands. 
“French aviators have bombarded 
enemy depots to the south of Topolaa- 
ni and British airmen have bombed de- 
pots in the region of Seres.“ 

The French day report reads: 

“In the region of Montdidier our 
troops have made some local progress 
— of Framicourt and southwest of 
Mesnil-St. George (west of Montdidier). 

“Along the Vesle the French last 
night repulsed German attempts 
against Lagrange farm (west of 
Beisne) and occupied the station at 
Ciry Salsogne. We made 100 pris- 
oners east of Braisne. 

“In Champagne a local attack was 
directed this morning against our po- 
sition south of Auberive.

“On the western front after the 
enemy had been relieved of all ap- 
prehension on the eastern front be- 
cause of the Brest-Litovsk peace, the 
Germans brought all their best di- 
visions against us and our aliies. 
Therefore when the German offensive 
began March 21 the allies were con- 
fronted by the flower of the German 
army who had rested and made prepa- 
rations especially for the great blow, 
while the French and the British were 
tired by the prolonged offensive on 
our part under the most exhausting 
conditions. 

“Considerable American forces had 
been expected to reach the battle front 
11 spring, but as a matter fact on the 
2ist of March there was only one 
American division in the line, al- 
though there were three or four di- 
visions behind the line, which were 
brought up after the attack began. 

“The weather conditions were the 
most favorable that the enemy could 
have chosen. Our united command 
was not yet an accomplished fact, in 
spite of all endeavors to achieve it, 
and each general was mainly con- 
cerned over the perils of his own 
front, so that when the blow came 
the reserves of the allied armies were 
not available to meet it where it fell. 

“Those were the conditions under 
which the long-prepared and carefully- 
panned blow of the picked troops of 

ermany fell upon the British army. 
The enemy’s object was to obtain a 
military decision this year before the 
American. army could come up, first of 
all by severing the two armies, and 
then attacking the separated French 
and British forces. 


German Plans Went Wrong. ‘ 


We must understand the enemy plan 
in order to realize what the valor of 
the British army achieved. If the two 
objects had been obtained, the Ameri- 
can forces could not have arrived in 
time to save the French army. That 
was the German calculation. Let us not 
forget in-the light of what happened 
afterwards that it was not such an im- 
possible effort. 

“How did the German plans prosper? 
There had been four and a half months 
of such fighting as never before was 
seen on the face of the globe. What 
happened? At first, the German army 
achieved considerable success and we 
had anxious moments—very anxious 
moments. Those who knew most about 
the situation were the most anxious, 
Our losses were considerable in men, 
in material, and also in prisoners. 

“The second German blow might 
very well have overwhelmed the 
British .army, but before the battle 
was over, in a fortnight’s time, 260,000 
men were thrown across the channel, 
and, in a month’s time 355,000. Every 
gun lost had been put back and every 
machine gun replaced. Not merely 
had the deficiency been supplied, but 
the number had been increased. 

“At that moment there were more 
guns and more machine guns with the 
army in France than ever before. It 
was the first German miscalculation. 
2 calculated that we could not

We owe a debt of gratitude to a 
section of the press for misleading 
the enemy. They led the Germans to 
believe that we hadn’t even been able 
to make up the deficiency and the 
8 made their plans accord- 
ngly. 

„They hit here, they hit in the 
south, in the center and in the north, 
where they thought they were de- 
stroying the British army with noth- 
ing behind it. In six weeks they were 
hurled back and forced to stand still 
by the British army; they were de- 
feated in two of the most sanguinary 
battles of the war; they were left 
with unhealthy salients under the fire 
of our guns and with an extended line. 

“Their purpose was to overwhelm 
the British army, they declared it and 
they announced it in their inspired 

ress, but on the first of May they 
eft us to go south to make another 
attack, for it could not be done in the 
north. It was one of the finest things 
in tenacious valor in the whole history 
of the British empire. 


Lads Sent to the Front. 


“Only a great 1 could have 
justified the sending of lads of 18% 
years with only a few months’ training 
to France. When they arrived there 
they went straight to the front, and 
as soon as they were there they had to 
face veterans and victorious troops of 
the enevy. But no veterans ever 
fought with greater steadfastness than 
these lads, who helped to save the 
cause of the allies from disaster. 

“After the r experience in 
that six weeks of fighting, although 
we know what the plan was, the Brit- 
ish army was not attacked for three 
or four months. The Germans may 
come again, but that will be because 
they have failed elsewhere. 

“IT wish to give warm recognition to 
the assistance that the French gave in 
these operations. After May 1 the Ger- 
mans turned off and attacked the 
French. They won a preliminary suc- 
cess on a considerable scale, but not 
merely have they been forced to a 
standstill by Marshal Foch, but his 
counter- stroke —the most brilliant in 
the annals of the war— has driven back 
the enemy. The danger is not yet over, 
but he would be a sanguine man on 
the German general staff who would 
now predict that Germany could obtain 
a military decision this year. 

“TJ do witsh to go beyond that, 

“In analyzing the elements of the 
allied success, stress should be placed 
on the rapidity with which the British 
made good their losses and the rapidity 
in which the American troops were 
brought over, These two matters were 
essential parts of the German miscalcu- 
lations. In July, 306,000 American 
troops were brought over, 186,000 of 
them in British ships.

“From the motient Marshal Foch 
achieved strategic command the for- 
tunes of the allied armies were re- 
stored.

It 
is too early to say that the German ef- 
fort is exhausted. They still have pow- 
erful forces in reserve, but it is not too 
early to say that their chances of 
March 21 will not come again. 

“America already has a powerful, 
large and victorious army in France, 
the equal of the best troops. It is 
growing eve day, and there will be 
no break in the increase of that army 
until America has an army not far 
short, if at all inferior tm numbers to 
the German army itself. 

“Germany never again can maintain 
the same number of divisions that she 
has. She now is begging for Austrian 
support. The German people and their 
allies are beginning to be disillusioned. 
In March Germany was promising great 
things—and the peace tentacles from 
her allies were withdrawn. That prom- 
ise has failed. The German harvest is 
short. Militarily, the Germans have 
passed the height of their power. Rus- 
sla, moreover, has become a clog to the 
feet of Germany. 


Britain and the Bolsheviki. 


“The idea that Great Britain is act- 
in hostilely toward the democratic gov- 
ernment of Russia has nothing in com- 
mon with fact. It is always our pol- 
icy to deal with defacto governments, 
but it is impossible to decide or as- 
certain from day to day what the gov- 
ernment is of a single village in the 
vast territory of Russia. 

“We have not the slightest desire to 
interfere with the Russian people, and 
certainly no intention of imposing on 
them any particular form of govern- 
ment. But when we see Germany 
using her authority over large tracts 
of Russia and exploiting them to the 
detriment of the allies and against 
the will of the people themselves, we 
feel at any rate that the Russian peo- 
ple ought to be free to decide for 
themselves. 

“The Russian people resented the 
interference of Germany and they are 
more and more seeking allied help. 
We will not hesitate to give it to them 
wherever possible. 

“The Czecho-Slovak movement is a 
remarkable one. The only desire of 
the Czecho-Slovaks is to leave Russia 
and come west to fight for the allies. 
They desire to take no part in Rus- 
sian politics. All they wish is to get 
away, and they have asked us for 
ships. We have arranged to do the 
best we can for them, but we are not 
exploiting this Czecho-Slovak  busi- 
ness to interfere in internal Russian 
affairs. 

“We took ships from vorr important 
essential work elsewhere in order to 
send them to Vladivostok for the pur- 
pose of the Czecho-Slovaks, Acting un- 
doubtedly under German duress, the 
Bolshevik government refused to allow 
them to get through to Archangel and 
Vladivostok. If the Czecho-Slovaks 
now are the center of activities hostile 
to the Bolshevik government the latter 
have only themselves to blame, and no- 
body else. The Czecho-Slovaks are 
anxious to get away, and it is impos- 
sible to blame them for getting assist- 
ance wherever they can. 

“We are told that Siberia is Bolshe- 
viki, but if so, why did not Siberia sup- 
port the Bolshevik government? They 
could not get sufficient men to form 
a decent sized army and had to employ 
German and Austrian prisoners in order 
to attack the Czecho-Slovak forces to 
prevent them from getting through to

“It might conceivably happen that 
the Germans, by actions rather than 
words, might insist that they have suf- 
fered not a military but an economic 
defeat, and that next year they would 
take care that they would not be short. 
Every time you came to a conference 
with the intention of reaching a deci- 
sion the Prussian sword would clank 
on the council table. What is the good 
of undertaking peace negotiations un- 
der these conditions?” 

“Phere must be power behind a 
league of nations to enforce its de- 
crees. We all want peace, but it must 
be just, durable and moral. There 
must be ower behind that justice 
which would enforce its decisions, and 
all who enter the conference must know 
that. When we have demonstrated to 
the enemy that such a power exists 
peace will come, but not any sooner.”

REFORM BOND BILL 
~ PASSED BY HOUSE 


Measure, Which Applies 
Only to Atlanta, Will En- 
able Passage of Bonds by 
Two-Thirds of Those 
Voting. 


By a vote of 150 to 5 in the house 
Wednesday morning the shackles that 
have bound the progress of Atlanta 
were loosed when the reform. bond 
bill was passed. 

The recent election in Atlanta fail- 
ed when it was proposed to issue $800,- 
000 for local improvements in the wa- 
terwarks department, to motorize the 
fire department, to erect an electric 
generating plant at the crematory and 
to provide a new building for the 
cyclorama at Grant park, notwith- 
standing the fact that of 8,700 votes 
cast, only about 100 voted against the 
proposed bond issue. 

Twe-Thirds Vote. 

Under the existing statute at pres- 
ent a two-thirds majority of the reg- 
istered vote is required to pass any 
bond issue in an incorporated town or 
city in Georgia. Under the bill just 
passed by the house two-thirds of 
those voting on election day will carry 
a bond issue. As the measure applies 
only to cities of 150,000 Atlanta is the 
only city in the state affected by the 
new law. There was a strong senti- 
ment among members of the house 
that if it were a good measure for At- 
lanta, it would be equally good for 
other municipalities of the state, but 
the Atlanta delegation insisted on con- 
fining the bill to Atlanta rather than 
to bring any complications that might 
defeat the measure. . 

On roll call for the vote, Wright, of 
Floyd; Anderson, of Jenkins; Trammel, 
of Harris; Barrett, of Pike, and How- 
nha of Oglethorpe, voted against the 

ill. 

The salary increase bill for state 
house officials, which provides for in- 


creases ranging from $500 to $2,000 for 


the various officers, was tabled on mo- 
tion of Mr. Wright, of Floyd, by a 
vote of 78 to 74. At the afternoon ses- 
sion, just before adjournment, Speaker 
Holder announced the appointment of 
the following committee, who will look 
into the merits of the bill and report 
back to the house within 24 hours: 
Brown, of Clarké; Bale, of Floyd: 


Pace, of Sumter; Hodges, of Washing- 
ton; Culpepper, of Meriwether; Beck, 
of Carroll, and Conger, of Decatur. 
This committee will go into confer- 
ence with a senate committee of five. 
Local Legislation. 

The bill by Mullins, of Mitchell, 
proposing to take local legislation out 
of the hands of the general assembly 
and place it in the hands of county 
Authorities and municipalities pre- 
eipitated a warm contest, but was 
finally lost.

Mr. McDonald, of Richmond, said that

Mr. Pace, of Sumter, said that there 
was so much confusion over the taxes 
in the town of Arlington that he 
favored the creation of the new county. 

Mr. Pickett, of Terrell, said that the 
gentlemen against the bill had voted 
for a similar measure to create a new 

county of Atkinson, with only half the 
wealth of Lamar, the proposed new 
‘county. He said he had pleasure in 
voting for the new county. . 

Mr. Stone, of Grady, a new county, 

said that they had a fine new court- 
house that was paid for, and they had 
money in the treasury—he favored the 
new county. 
A resolution was passed by a vote of 
155 to 0, conveying the greetings of 
the general assenfhly to Henry Wat- 
terson, of The Louisville Courier-Jour- 
nal, telling him of “the high esteem and 
continuing love” in which he is held in 
Georgia and wishing him many years 
of contentment and happiness.” 

The resolution followed the recent 
announcement of the retirement of Mr. 
Watterson from the active editorial 


Journal. 


Mortgage Bill Passed. 


The bill by Mr. Kelley, of Gwinnett, 
regulating the sale of property under 
mortgage or lien was passed. The bill 
is aimed at itinerant traders who buy 
property under mortgage and move out- 
side of the bounds of the county of 
record. 

The consideration of a bill to appro- 
priate $50,000 for a state armory at 
the University of Georgia, precipitated 
prolonged discussion, and was finally 
lost by a decisive vote. Mr. DuBose, of 
Clarke, said that Chancellor Barrow 
had stated that it was the most urgent’ 
appropriation asked for the university. 
He stated that the university gets the 
yearly allowance of $50,000 under the 
Morrel lact because of its military fea- 
turé;;and that the university is heavily 
bonded for the safe-keeping of the 
arms and equipment. 

The war department, he said, is anx- 
fous for the state to increase its ca- 
pacity for war training and is ready to 
send machine guns and other modern 
equipment, but that there is no place 
in which to keep it. He said that 193 


boys had gone from the university for 
training at Plattsburg, and that 78 of 
this number had been called back for 
their efficiency to train other soldiers. 
There are in the army from the untver- 
sity more than 1,300 students, 556 of 
whom are commissioned officers. 


Wright Oppeses Bill. 
Mr. Wright, of Floyd, said: If we 


had unlimited money we could make 
unlimited appropriations, but the leg- 
islature keeps making appropriations 
and no provision to increase the income

He stated that it was 
the best investment the state could 
make. It would give added opporttni- 
ty to the boys of the state, as the gov- 
ernment does not provide this training 
for them before they enter the army. 

Mr. McCrory, of Schley, attacked the 
higher institutions of the state by quot- 
ing statistics saying that the increase 
to these had far outstripped the com- 
mon schools. Since 1911, he said, the 
common schools had increased in ap- 
propriations 23 per cent, the state uni- 
versity 57 art cent, the College of ag 
ricultare 77 per cent, Georgia Tech 33 
per cent and the Georgia Normal and 
Industrial school at Milledgeville 42 per 
cent.

News Is Confirmed, 

The news that their son had died at 
his post of duty while fighting for de- 
mocracy was brought to the parents 
Tuésday in a letter from a friend of 
the dead young man, Sterling A. Cox, 
Jr., who writes that he attended the 
funeral and that young Lyle was his 
companion at Camp Mills and also in 
France; that he wishes his deepest sym- 
pathy conveyed to the young wife and 
child of the dead patriot. 

The news was confirmed Wednesday 
afternoon when a letter was received 
from another friend of the young 
man, Lieutenant Grady Huey, who also 
writes that the boy was laid to rest 
in an American cemetery with full 
military honors. 

Young Lyle was well known in At- 
lanta and news of his death will spread 
sorrow wherever he was known. He 
was formerly an employee of the At- 
lanta Utility Works and married Miss 
Emma Jones, a young College Park 
girl, about a year ago. He is the 
father of a baby girl. 

Lyle was handicapped with defective 
eyesight and was turned down at the 
army, navy and marine corps recruit- 
ing stations, but he was finally accept- 
ed in the medical corps and was 
transferred to Camp Gordon, then te 
Camp Mills. 

The story of how the accident oc- 
curred was told in a letter just re- 
ceived in Atlanta from Willard Cope, 
formerly an Atlanta newspaper man. 
The macifine in which Lyle was riding 
was driven by Carl Taylor, a former 
Atlanta newspaper man, who was 
practically raised on The Constitution. 


‘The atory of the accident ag given by 
Mr. Cope follows: 

“It, was nearly midnight of the 15th, 
and Sergeant Lyle was half-sitting on 
the running board of an ambulance—a 
Ford machine—driven by Carl Taylor, 
a former Atlanta newspaper man, go- 
ing along a narrow road in a valley 
between two high hills. There were 
trees everywhere—almost a forest 
and it was as dark as pitch A file of 
soldiers came along and Carli shifted 
his machine to the right of the road to 
let them paas. he lower branches of 
a tree dislodged the top of the ma- 
chin which struck Lyle about the 
temple.

THE SCHOOL TAX BILL. 


The passage in the senate yesterday of 
the Elders substitute for the Stubbs consti- 
tutional amendment bill, - which has already 
passed the house by the required majority, 
opens the way for Georgia to build up and 
maintain one of the most excellent common 
school systems in America, and to do so 
without pauperizing the five-mill state levy, 
which is fixed by the state constitution.) 

The Elders bill provides that each coun- 
ty in the state shall levy from one to five 
mills for the common schools of that coun- 
ty, the levying of at least one mill being 
compulsory, with a latitude of four mills to 
meet the local requirements of those coun- 
ties that may desire to levy more than one 
mill. The five-mill levy is a maximum lim- 
itation. . 

The bill passed the senate by a vote of 
40 to 1. There are only forty-four members 
of the senate; two of whom were out of 
the city. It therefore broke the record dur- 
ing the present session in the strength of 
its support. 

As a substitute for a constitutional bill 
already passed in the house, it can be 
passed by that body on a majority of a quo- 
rum. Its enactment, therefore, seems as- 
sured. 

This is one of the most progressive 
measures before this legislature. With a 
state aid of three million and two hundred 
thousand dollars, the same as last year, the 
counties will be compelled to supplement 
this state appropriation by a round sum of 
approximately one and a half million dol- 
lars as a minimum. Many counties will 
match the state aid dollar for dollar. 

The passage of this bill, therefore, is the 
greatest boon to the common schools of 
Georgia ever enacted, and will build a sys- 
tem in Georgia that should be the pride ol 
every taxpayer in the state. 


THE BEAN MILLERS. 


Georgia may sell millions of dollars’ 
worth of velvet bean meal through the 
United States Federal food administration 
to relieve the shortage in stock foods now 
being experienced in England, Holland and 
Denmark as well as other European dairy 
centers. ° 

Through the efforts of Chauncey Smith, 
temporary chairman of the proposed Vel- 
vet Bean Millers’ Association of Georgia, 
Dr. Andrew M. Soule has taken up the mat- 
ter of velvet bean meal as a stock food for 
use in England, Holland and Denmark, 
which countries are experiencing a tre- 
mendous shortage of food for their dairy 
and food cattle. Dr. Soule received a tel- 
egram Monday in reply to his communica- 
tion to Herbert Hoover, federal food ad- 
ministrator, asking that the government be 
supplied with a list of all millers preparing 
velvet bean meal, their location and the 
amount of food on hand as well as their 
milling capacity. Dr.- Soule immediately 
communicated with Mr. Smith on the re- 
ceipt of the telegram from the food admin- 
istration in Washington. Mr. Smith, owing 
to his inability to get out notices before 
the proposed meeting of velvet bean millers 
cot Georgia which is scheduled to take place 
in Macon today, now requests that all mill- 
ers in the state present their production 
- gchedules and lists of stocks of meal on 
band. and that all velvet bean millers who 
' eannot be present at the meeting have a 
representative supply him with this infor- 
. mation, in order that the government may

. Owing to the lack of a velvet bean mill- 
ers’ association in the e of Georgia, the 
federal government last year was com- 
pelled to make all of its purchases of vel- 
vet bean meal which was used largely to 
relieve the situation in the drought-affected 
regions of Texas and Oklahoma, where 
thousands of head of beef cattle would have 
starved. Through the Alabama Velvet Bean 
Millers’ association over 400 cars of velvet 
bean meal were shipped to Texas and Okla- 
homa from Montgomery, Ala., in one month 
last year. Besides the purchases of ground 
meal, the government shipped great quan- 
tities of velvet beans in the pod to these 
western centers last season. All the sales 
were made to the government through the 
Alabama Velvet Béan Millers’ association. 
This is a wonderful opportunity for 
Georgia. 


THE TELEPHONES. 


The announcement of Postmaster Gen- 
eral Burleson that in the federal adminis- 
tration of the telephone companies it will 
be his policy to retain, as far as possible, 
the service of the administrative and traf- 
fic heads in charge of general and depart- 
mental affairs of the companies at the time 
the government took them over, will meet 
with general approval. 

In so far as this applies to the Cumber- 
land and the Southern Bell companies, the 
people of this part of the country will be 
particularly pleased, for either of thesé 
companies without W. T. Gentry, as the ad- 
ministrative head, and J. Epps Brown in 
charge of the tremendous responsibilities 
centered in the office of vice president and 
general manager, would not seem the same 
to the people of the south. 

Mr. Gentry has been with the Southern 
Bell since: its organization—located in At- 
lanta most of the time, first as local man- 


thority constantly extending until now as 
president of both the Southern Bell and 
the Cumberland companies, it covers all 
that vast section reaching from the Ohio 
river to the South Atlantic on the one side, 
and the gulf on the other. Whether or not 
under the new condition he’ will be identi- 
fied with the government operation of the 
lines, or will be retained as the corporate 
head of these two great organizations, has 
not as yet been announced; but it is cer- 
tain that his connection will continue in 
one capacity or the other. Certainly after 
so long and so honorable a service noth- 
ing else could be expected. 5 

That J. Epps Brown will become the 
federal operating head of both companies 
seems to be assured by all reports of the 
rapidly developing situation in which the 
government is taking firm hold of the lines 
just as it did with the railroads. 

Mr. Brown has only recently returned 
from a conference with the officials at 
Washington who are to be the final author- 
ity in telephone mattérs, and while he 
makes no statement of what happened it is 
generally conceded that it is to him that 
the government will turn in centering all 
operating responsibilities into the hands of 
the one man who will direct the affairs of 
this division. 

The selection of Mr. Brown for this im- 
portant duty will create no surprise, for it 
has been generally accepted that his won- 
derful career in the telephone service 
makes him the logical man for the place. 

In all of the great corporations of this 
country there are few officers with greater 
natural executive ability than that pos- 
sessed by Mr. Brown. His power for or- 
ganization and for producing efficient serv- 
ice is so keenly developed as to make him a 
genius in that line. Scarcely less marked 
is his power to bring his corporations and 
their numberless thousands of patrons into 
cordial personal relations, and even in the 
days when it was customary for the patrons 
of most corporations to hold themselves at 
arms length in their business relations over 
public service matters, there existed an ex- 
ceptional attitude of amity and confidence 
between the Southern Bell and the Cumber- 
land and their patrons. 

If government operation of the telephone 
service in this part of the country is to be 
successful no one can render greater serv- 
ice to that end than J. Epps Brown, and 
the people of this section who have watched 
the wonderful developments of the great 
organization whose operating head he has 
been for so many years, will be highly grat- 
ified at the materialization of the report 
that he is to become the executive officer 
of the government in its operation of the 
telephone lines of this section for the pe- 
riod of the war.

Members Disposed 
To Listen to Reason. 


Many of the members who fought vigor- 
ously for a common school appropriation in 
excess of four million dollars are disposed 
now to accept a small increase over, last 
year’s appropriation, or even last year’s 
figures, if it comes to a showdown— 

Particularly is this true in view of the 
almost certain enactment of the Elders sub- 
stitute, passed in the senate yesterday, pro- 
viding for compulsory local taxation for 
common schools of a minimum in each coun- 
ty of 1 mill, and a maximum of 6. 

If that proposed constitutional amend- 
ment is ratified by the people—and it will 
be—then Georgia can build up one of the 
most remarkable common school systems in 
America, by permitting the state to appro- 
priate, say, around three million dollars a 
year, and then requiring the counties to 
match the state aid dollar for dollar by local 
levies. 

That would give the common schools of 
the state-at-large around six million dollars 
A year, or an excess of almost one hundred 
per cent, over the gross appropriation for 
1918 for this purpose. 

By this means each county can regulate 
her own requirements in her own way, 
though each county must by law progress. 
Some can progress more than others, as the 
Elders bill provides a latitude to meet in- 
dividual demands fashioned upon individual 
conditions. 

With these combined appropriations each 
county in the state will have better school- 
houses and more of them; longer terms, bet- 
ter equipment, enlarged facilities, and better 
paid and better fitted teachers. ‘

No Occasion for Cry 
Over Local Taxation. 
Think of such an ideal condition! The 


common schools are the fundamentals. 
Georgia deserves just such a system as can 


‘be provided by such state and county: co- 


operation; and in this respect the Hiders 
bill is a step forward that will be of inesti- 
mable benefit to the people of Georgia. 

There is no occasion for the cry of excess 
local taxation. If the state appropriates the 
people have to pay the bills. If the counties 
appropriate individually, instead of through 
their state legislature, the people have to 
pay the bills. There is no actual difference. 

By the mercy of God, and the indomitable 
will and industry of our people, Georgians, 
on the whole, are able to pay. 

Though the clouds of war hang heavily 
over their heads, and most of them have 
their hearts and souls center in the for- 
tunes of the boys who are fighting for 
homes and liberties “over there,” those who 
are left to keep the home fires burning“ 
are burning them cheerfully, with the ma- 
terial blessings of an all-wise Providence 
heaped plentifully about—for the people of 
Georgia, as a whole, were never in a more 
prosperous condition, as has been evidenced 
by the magnanimity of their support to every 
cause that tends to the Cause of Liberty. 

Georgia is able to progress. Georgians 
are able to build more schools and better 
schools, and to support her higher institu- 
tions. N

justifiea on the basis of the state’s visible 
revenues.

Don’t Overlook the 
Highway Legislation. 


Among the other important matters be- 
fore the legislature in the sunset hour of 
its term are the highway bille— 

The proper kind of highways are de- 
velopers, civilizers, character-builders, edu-. 
cators and state and local assets, second only 
to schools and churches. 

The paved highway brings the home and 
the school closer, the home and the church- 
éloser, the farm and the market closer. It 
stimulates development, builds up community 
pride, creates higher social standards, pro- 
duces happiness and contentment, The paved 
highway increases the taxable wealth of 
counties, the individual wealth of the citi- 
zens, the higher ideal of citizenship. 

Highways can be built only by a state 
system with money and functions. 

The government has provided aid to a- 
sist every state in highway development by 
reason of the value to the whole people, and 
in recognition of the contributing force of 
highway development in a state to the 
financial and intellectual and moral ang com- 
mercial upbuilding of that state. 

Georgia is not reaping the benefit of this 
federal aid because she has not enacted high- 
way legislation of @ co-operative and a pro- 


gressive nature.

Cotton Warehouse Bill 


Strongly Supported. 
One of the most important bills coming 
up at this session of the legislature is that 


establishing a warehouse system in Georgia 


somewhat similar to that in operation in 
South Carolina and Texas, and along the 
line as that indorsed by the government and 
the federal reserve system. 

This bill was first prepared and intro- 
duced near the end of the session twe years 
ago by Judge Robert L. Shipp, of Moultrie, 
it having been prepared after an extended 
conference with the state warehouse com- 
missioner ef South Carolina, in which state 
it has worked so successfully, 

It is claimed by the advocates of this 
measure that it contains all of the good 
qualities possessed by the laws of Texas and 
South Carolina on this subject. This bill 
was this session introduced concurrently in 
the house and senate. The senate bill re- 
ceived the unanimous approval of the agri- 
cultural committee of that body, and is now 
up for passage. Senator Elders, who has it 
in charge, confidently expects its passage by 
the senate this week. 

The Farmers’ unions not only of Georgia, 
but of the other southern states, have in- 
dorsed this law. President Mills, of the 
Georgia Farmers’ union, and Commissioner of 
Agriculture Brown have been particularly 
active in its advocacy. ‘Ex-Senator Boykin, 
of Sylvania, chairman of the legislative com- 
mitte of the Farmers’ union, and Judge Rob- 
ert L. Shipp have been in Atlanta this week 
assisting the officers of the Farmers’ union 
in getting favorable consideration of this 
measure at this session. 

The advocates of this bill claim that if it 
becomes a law the farmers of Georgia can 
not only secure cheap warehousing for their 
cotton and advantageous marketing facili- 
ties, but can secure through the operation of 
the banks money on their cotton warehouse 
receipts which will be negotiable at a re- 
markably low rate of interest. 

This has been the effect of this law in 
South Carolina, where it has been in opera- 


tion successfully for several years.

Fields-Carswell Bill 

Favorably Reported. 

The bill of Senators Fields and Carswell 
providing for the levying ot not to exceed 
one mill for the construction of a state sys- 
tem of highways, the drainage and reclama- 
tion of overflowed lands, etc, has been 
favorably reported by the house committee. 
It has been passed by the senate. 

This bill mayy be reached this session for 
a-vote. It is a constitutional bill and there- 
fore will require a two-thirds vote of the 
house membership. 

Certainly there is no more constructive 
legislation before the assembly. It is spe- 
cific, and should pass. a 

The matter of the reclamation of the hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres of swamp lands 
in Georgia, thus establishing the productiv- 


| ity of these lands, even if by relatively small 


areas each year, would be an undertaking 
of potential possibilities.

Statehouse Salaries 
Should Be Revised. 


The tabling of the general salary bill in 
the house yesterday was unfortunate! 

These are unusual times, and the ex- 
penses necessary to live decently are double 
what they were when the present statehouse 
officials in Georgia were elected two years 
ago. 

True, these offices carry honors. But 
honors don't pay house rents in Atlanta, nor 
for the groceries that supply the kitchens. 

The state demands and should have good 
men—men who are experienced in the spe- 
cific @uties to which they are called, and 
qualified intellectually, morally, dependably 
and otherwise to fill the positions they are 
elected to hold. To get such men the state 
should pay salaries that will guarantee 
talent-—-and guarantee fitness. 

Furthermore, there are inconsistencies in 
the salaries paid. Some of the state officials 
draw two salaries. In that event they are 
possibly satisfactorily provided for. There 
are others whose multiplicity of duties ex- 
tend not alone over two branches, but a 
half dozen, and yet they draw only one 
salary—and a small one at that, in compari- 
son with the duties and the responsibilities 
resting upon them, 

I don’t believe in increasing expenses 
without money in sight to meet the in- 
creases, but there should be an equitable re- 
vision all along the appropriation and ex- 
pense line, with an eye single to the visible 
income, and then fix these disbursements in 
a syatematic, business-like manner on the 
basis of the state’s visible bank balance; and 
not choke on a gnat and swallow an elephant. 
Choking off the little necessary increases 
proposed in a few salaries, and then gulping 
down some of the appropriation propositions 
submitted, illustrates about as glaring an 
incongruity @s could be conceived. 


* * * * 
Too Much Lobbying 
Partially to Blame. N 

Now, just a glance at the other side of 
the situation— 

Somé of the statehouse officials, in all 
frankness, have themselves to blame, cer- 
tainly partially so, for the defeat of this 
salary increase bill. They lobbied it to 
déeath—lobbied it to the point where many 
members of the legislature. unwillingly 
even, felt growing in their minds and hearts 
a feeling of resentment. 

Particularly is this true in view of the 
fact that a special bill to increase the salary 
of the governor has been pending since the 
eatly days of the session, without ome iota 
of a lobby behind it, as I know that Gov- 
ernor Dorsey never mentioned it even in- g 
directly to a single member of either house; 
and subordinate statehouse exficials 
might have known that no influences could 
push a geneml salary bill through the as- 
sembly until the bifl increasing the gov- 


ernor’s salary had been first acted upon.

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INDUSTRIAL HYGIENE. 
Xi. Tebacco Workers Risks. 

Analysis of the tobacco dust from dif- 
ferent establishments showed, according to 
Heucke, cited by Stephani, the presence of 
0.56 per cent of nicotine. Stephani estimates 
that a cigarmaker turning out 550 cigars a 
day manipulates close to his nose and mouth 
tobacco containing over three ounces of nico- 
tine. One drop of nicotine placed on the 
tongue of a cat or dog is quickly fatal. Out 
of 100 women employed in a tobacco factory, 
Kostial found 72 suffering within the first 
six months from congestive headache, palpi- 
tation of the heart, distress felt about the 
region of the heart, intermittent pulse (drop- 
ping beats), pain in the region of the 
stomach, heart-burn, logs of appetite, insom- 
nia, loss of strength, sometimes nausea and 
vomiting—symptoms very suggestive of to- 
bacco poisoning, 

The United States bureau of census esti- 
mates that at least 85 per cent of the 


cigars and nearly all cigarettes are now 


made by machinery in this country, and 
smoking tobacco is nearly all made by ma- 
chinery. Nevertheless there is still a great 
deal of dust inhaled by tobacco workers who 
select, sort and handle the leaf; and volatile 
emanations inhaled by those who blend, fer- 
ment, flavor and sauce tobacco. 

Among 23 eceupations tabulated by the 
United States census bureau, cigarmakers 
and tobacco workers occupy second place in 
the tuberculosis death rate. Marble and 
stone cutters hold first place in this unen- 
viable list. From industrial insurance sta- 
tistics (bulletin of labor, No. 82), Hoffman 
found that consumption caused over one- 
third of 141 deaths from all causes among 
tobacco workers, which is far in excess of 
the tubderculosis death rate among bakers, 
confectioners and others exposed to vegetable 
dusts. It must be remembered that tuber- 
culosis is a close second to heart-artery de- 
generation as a cause of death among the 
whole population. a 

Amblyopia (failure of eyesight), has even 
occurred in tobacco workers who did not 
themselves use tobacco. 

The inhalation of volatile poisons (not 
alone nicotine but other and perhaps more 
powerful bases in tobacco) is probably one 
factor of the high tuberculosis rate; the irri- 
tation of dust ia another factor; and the 
preference for this work on the part of 
weaklings who do not feel equal to greater 
physical effort is a third factor. But a 
casual glance at the workers is a tobacco 
factory suggests that the same old enemy, 
cramped posture, is probably concerned in 
breaking down the health of the workers. 
And here again is a call for the clock that 
never strikes the hour without uttering the 
health-conserving command: “Brace your- 
self! Nothing about your work to be 
ashamed of!”

| The Elders substitute is the perfect- 
ed bill on the local school tax ques- 
tion and embodies the same provisions 
as the Elders school tax bill passed 
last session by the senate and amend- 
ed by the Burwell-Swift substitute in 
the house. 

The bill is in the shape of a consti- 
tutional amendment thereby requir- 
ing a two-third vote. However, it will 
not require a two-third vote in the 
house, as the Davis and Stubbs bill, 
for which Elders substituted his bill, 
has already been passed by the two- 
thirds vote and the substitute when 
acted on by the house will, therefore, 
require only a majority vote. This 
Practically assures its passage. 

e whole intent of the bill is to re- 
quire the counties to levy and collect 
annually in addition to the general 
state tax from one to five mills, the 
amount to be determined by the coun- 
ty, for the school purposes in the 
county. Also in addition to that tax 
a levy of not to exceed five milis may 
be made in school districts upon a two- 
thirds vote at an election called for 
this purpose. 

Oppesed Only by Brown. 

The bill, if passed by the house, will 
be submitted to the people of the state 
for ratification in the coming Novem- 
ber electicen. 

Many leading members of hte senate 
spoke in favor of the measure, in- 
eluding Senators Elders, Carswell, 
Moore, Skelton, Bynum, Andrews, Mun- 
dy and Ficklen. Opposition came only 
from Senator Brown, of the Forty-first, 
who stated that it was an attempt by 
the rich counties of the state to ram 
unjust legislation down the throats of 
the poorer ones. He declared that all 
money for the schools should be raised 
by the state-at-large, and not by indi- 
vidual localities. 

Senator Elders in championing the 
measure made an impressive and pow- 
erful address, He showed that while 
only ten states in the union appropri- } 
ate more money directly for the scohols 
than Georgia, there are only three 
states in which ialiteracz is worse. He 
showed that the results accomplished 
in the other states were done by the 
method of supplementing the state ap- 
propriations. 

Text of Measure. 

The text of the Elders substitute 
to the Davis and Stubbs bill as passed, 
is as follows: 

Section 1. The general assembly of the 
state of Georgia hereby proposes to the 
people of Georgia an amendment to para- 
graph 1 of section 4 of article 8 of the! 
constitution of the state of Georgia by strik- 
ing said paragraph as it is now written and 
substituting in lieu thereof the following: 

“Paragraph 1. Authority is granted to the 
counties of the state to establish and main- 
tain the public schools by local taxation.

of Weather and Crop Conditions 

in the Cotton Belt for the Week 

Ending August 6, 1918. 

Washington August 7.—Cotton made 
gatisfactory advancement in most locali- 
ties in the eastern half of the cotton belt 
as a result of continued showers nad mod- 
erate temperatures, but there are consider- 
able local complaints of shedding west of 
the Mississippi river. The week was very 
unfavorable, except locally 
and southern Texas, and steady deteriora- 
tion continued, with much shedding, pre- 
mature opening of bolis and top blooming. 
Considerable weevil and red spider ac- 
tivity in southern Georgia and complaints 
of weevil in other gulf coast sections. 
Spider activity checked in North Caro- 
Una. Picking progressed satisfactory in 
Texas and Florida and bolls are opening 
north to Arkansas. Corn, truck and pas- 
tures were very unfavorably affected in 
the central Mississippi and lower Missouri 
valleys and from the central plains south- 
ward by dry, hot weather, but favorable 
conditions prevail in the southeast.— Mar-

Abundant precipitation occurred in all! 
sections of Georgia during the past week. 
In many scattered counties there was too 
much rain for the best development of 
crops, and the relatively cool weather and 
almost complete absence of sunshine until 
near the close of the week was detrimen- 
tal. As a general rule, however, crops 
were greatly benefited by the abundant 
moisture. All minor crops, such as sweet 
potatoes, cane, peanuts, rice, pastures and 
hay crops, were much refreshed and are 
growing vigorously. Early varieties of 
peanuts are mature and some sorghum is 
ready to gather. Digging sweet potatoes 
continues on a moderate scale. Pecan trees 
have been shedding nuts considerably.

New York, August 7.— The intense 
heat which reduced attendance in the 
financial district to a minimum and 
caused partial suspension of opera- 
tions at leading industrial centers, the 
enlarged war casualty list and the 
further erratic movements of special- 
ties contributed to todar’s nominal 
stock market.

First prices were 50 to 85 points 
ander realizing and reselling by some 
of yesterday's buyers who were evi- 
dently influenced by indications that 
the tropical storm had caused rains 
along the gulf coast, but bad not been 
violent enough te damage cotton in the 
interior.“ There was renewed covering 


at the decline in anticipation of a bull- 
ish weekly report from the weather bu- 
reau and prices rallied some 20 to 60 
points from the lowest. This bulge met 
increased offerings, however, and the 
market later broke very sharply on 
the more favorable weekly report than 
expected and reports of rain in Texas. 

The detailed report for the Houston 
district showed precipitation at only 
eight points, but there was rain in 
northeast Texas as well as along the 
coast and private advices suggested 
that tomorrow details might show the 
drought pretty well broken 80 far as 
the northern part of the state was 
concerned. These reports brought in 
larger offerings on moderate early aft- 
ernoon rallies, and the market reached 
the lowest levels of the day when sell- 
ing was also encouraged by the talk 
of increased offerings for early new 
crop shipment on an easier basis. De- 
cember sold down to 27.68 and January 
to 27.55 with active months generally 
showing net loss of 124 to 130 points, 
and with the close at approximately the 
lowest point of the day. e weekly 
report indicated satisfactory crop prog- 
ress in eastern belt section and fair 
conditions in parts of Texas, Arkansas 
and Louisiana.

WIDE REACTION FORCED 
IN NEW ORLEANS COTTON 

New Orleans, La., August 7.—A wide 
reaction from the advance was forced 
in cotton today, the market feeling 
selling pressure practically from the 
opening to the cloge. At the lowest 
levels the trading months were 113 
to 122 points under yesterday's last 
quotations. Closing bids showed net 
declines for the session of 108 to 132 
points, the market being rather irreg- 
ular on the close. 

Relief over the failure of the hurri- 
can to cause any damage in the belt, 
the heavy rains over Louisiana, hopes 
of rain for Texas and the favorable 
impression created by the summary of 
conditions over the belt this last week 
by the government, caused the sell- 
ing. Extremely heavy liquidation 
came from the long side and to this 
was added a large volume of short 
offerings. The market weakened on 
the opening call and slumped con- 
stantly throughout the session, lowest 
prices being made near the end of the 
day. There were many minor recover- 
ies, but they did not last long. 

Telegrams from Texas points stating 
that rain was threatened here and 
there in the drouth area did much to, 
revive bearish sentiment. The mar- 
ket had no real buying power at 
any stage, bullish traders holding off 
on the theory that the reaction was 
partly the logical aftermath of their 
recent operations,

Athens, Ga. chairman of the tractor 
committee, announced that Governor 
Dorsey, who was to have made the 
principal - address, was unable to be 
present because of the death of a rela- 


tive. 
Mr. Hodgson explained that in his 
earnest effort to speed up food produc- 
tion in Georgia, Governor Dorsey had 
determined to render every aid to the 
farmer in the various labor problems 
confronting him. Therefore he A ae 
augurated the tractor committee of the 
State Council of Defense to exploit the 
latest and most approved farm machin- 
ery, as one — of meeting the scarc- 
i f labor problem. 
itz og Slate secretary 31 — 4 
committee, gave a - 
oa . of the accomplishments of the 
committee, through thfe three meetings 
which have been held in three sections 
of the state, the first 3 in Al- 
bany, — in Dublin, Ga, and 
the thir n mmerce. 

It was estimated by Mr. Slate that 
there are 80 per cent more tractors and 
kindred farm machinery being put into 
practical use in Georgia today than 
there was three months ago, when the 
first meeting was held in Albany. 

A Farmece’s Opinion. 

Ww. H. Weaver, of Cuthbert, Ga, 
a member of the State Council of De- 
fense, who confessed he was credulous 
about tractors when he attended the 
meeting in Albany, declared that he 
had been entirely converted since that 
time. 

“There were troubles on both sides,” 
said Mr. Weaver. “The dealers did not 
always sell machines adapted to the 
soil of certain sections of the state on 
the one hand, and on the other hand 
owners of farm machinery did not 
know always how to take care of it, 
nor did they always know how to op- 
erate the machines.
